MR. HOHLER’S REPORT. 


THE LEASE SYSTEM, 


Next, the town itself is. entirely unpre 
pared for the reception of visitors, The Sudan 
Government have, witha view to preventing 
speculation, invited tenders for land on a 
lease system, but the conditions are onerous 
and exacting. The plots of land are divided 
into three classes in the town, while there is 
a special class on the custom-house side of the 
water, where warehouses will be built. The 
minimum yearly rent demanded for a first class 
plot is from 1007. to 55/.; for an average 
second class plot 30/. ; for a third class plot 
5/. The warehouse sites must pay 16. to 18/. 
In addition, a premium is demanded The 
lease is for 80 years, Buildings must beerected 
within four years on first class plots of @ value 
of 2,000/ ; on second class, within 


of 800/, &c. In addition, lessees liable: 


to rates and taxes, conservancy, and 
water taxes, house tax, &c, The streets are to 
be paved, and side walks made, the cost of 
which is to be borne by the lessees ; the cost is 
estimated to be equivalent to about three or 
four years’ rent. The houses are to be built in 
accordance with Sudan Government regula- 
tions, and no buildings are to erected except 
those originally approved, and no structual 
alterations and additions are to be made 
without the Government approval in writ 
ing. All buildings are to be kept in a 
fair state of repair, external and internal, 
At present the inhabitants are living in 
wooden shanties which they have been allowed 
toerect on the understanding that they are 
liable to be removed at three days’ notice, One 
firm, to avoid this insecurity, has established 
itself well outside the present limits of the 
town, as it is concerned with heavy machinery, 
which could not possibly be moved within the 
time limit—and not at all without inflicting 
great damage on the firm No provision is yet 
made for large plots such as would be necessary 
for workshops, &c, But this unfortunate state 
of things will doubtlessly be ameliorated 
before long , 


HOTEL WANTED. 


As yet no hotel has been built, and, there is 
no accommodation whatsoever for the ‘visitor. 
Agents travelling for firms would have to bring 
their tents with them, and so should those who 
intend go go by this route to Khartoum, for if 
their ship is quarantined, gs often happens 
they may have to wait two4ays for the train 
Some of the junior emplog¢és of the Government 
have great difficulty in obtaining lodgings. J 
have heard of cases where a clerk receiving 5/ 


per month has to pay l/)a month for a foom-. 
OPENING FOR BRITISH TRADE. 


The next point to be dealt with is that of 
openings for British trade. 

The increased import of tea is worth noting. 
Competition might be made with Austria. 
Hungary in supplying cheap furniture of 
almost all kinds—cupboards, bentwood chairs, 
tables, &c.-—and also in cheap white collarsy 
cotton vests, cotton shirts, &c. There would be 
no difficulty in ascertaining precisely the kind 
which the natives prefer. 

There is one most important point, and this 
applies to all trade with this part of the 
world. Prices should be quoted cif, and 
measures should be given in the measures of 
the country. If this cannot be done, they 
should at least be given in the metric scale, 

There is an excellent opening for ironware, 


Night girders for building in particular, These 


are at present supplied from Belgium, They 
are considerably lighter and much cheaper than 
those of British make, and are apparently 
strong enough for the work they have to do, 


I am assured that there is no reason whatever | ; 
‘why British manufacturers could not produce 


these girders, The demand for them will be 
very considerable when the land tenure ques- 
tion is settled and the building of the town 
commences in earnest. Germany supplies a 
quantity of house fittings, locks, door handles, 
clasps for French doors, &e., also enamelware 
of a cheap quality. Here again there is an 
opening. I am told there is a good possibility 
of selling lboking glasses and razors to the 
native inhabitants of this region ; the razors 
ought to be of a fairly good quality. An agent 
would easily be able to judge whether this 
information is correct, 

With regard to cotton goods, a curious case 
occurred recently, when a steamer was wrecked 
off Suakin and the-cargo (mainly white shash 
and cotton dyed with large bright patterns, 
jettisoned ; it was salved, taken to the town; 
and sold by auction, and though by 
water it fetched prices higher than those 
prevailing in the market for similar but 
undamaged goods, - 

As soon as the wharves and coal lifts are 
ready for use there should be a good opening 
for the coal trade, 

The demand for coal, both for Government 
and private use, is increasing day with 
the expansion of railways, works, 
Nile steamer lines, &c.
